SPIA Opens to Press, ^ 
Returns to Letter Grades 


The School of Public and International Affairs faculty voted last 
Friday to open their meetings to the press and approved returning 
to the Five letter grading system without QPI. 

In voting to admit the press, SPIA becomes the first individual 
college faculty within the University to open its meetings. The only 
other faculty body holding open meetings currently is the 
University-wide Faculty Senate. 

Admission of the press was approved with only one dissenting 
vole, cast by Slavic Languages Prof. Charles Moser. Before giving 
their unanimous approval to the letter grade system, the faculty 
heard a report from the SPIA Student-Faculty- Alumni Advisory 
Committee which said it “acquieses as a practical matter” to the 
letter grade system following its approval by the Columbian College 
faculty last October. 

The report, read by History Prof. Peter Hill, however, blasted the 
Columbian College for “the arbitrary and precipitous manner” in 
which they switched to the letter grade system. 

Politick Science Prof. John Brewer objected to that part of the 
report, stating that it was “discurteous to criticize the actions of a 
sister body in the University.” 

Hugh LeBlanc, also from the Political Science department, said 
more was involved in the grades question than the “practical” 
matter of making SPIA*s grading system conform with the 
Columbian College system, citing problems which students have 
encountered in transfering credit and applying to graduate schools 
under the old four level Honors, High Pass, Pass, Fail system. 

“I don't feel boxed in by Columbian College, "LeBlanc said, “I 
feel 1 can vote on the merits of the issue snd still vote to go back” 
to the letter grading system. 

In other business, the faculty voted to establish a BA profpam in 
Chinese Lanpiage end Literature and accepted a Curriculum 
Committee recommendation that the pre-niblic and International 
Affairs Humanities requirement be reduced from 1 2 to 6 semester 
houR.

Gallup spent much time* 
refu^ting the “bandwagon 
theory" which asserts that voters 
Jike a winner and would, upon 
seeing poll results, 'switch their 
votes to the candidate in the 
lead. 

But Gallup stated "there 
exists strong evidence proving 
that the ’bandwagon theory* is 
just a myth". He pointed 
towards the 1948 
Dewey-Truman election, where 
Truman’s upset victory shocked 
pollsters who had ceased 
surveying in September, due to 
Deweys apparently wide 
victory mar^n. 

“Regardless of what we poll 
on\. \ye invariably \ stir the 
emotions of many with our 
findings." said Gallup, adding 
that annual criticism is directed 
at what many consider 
inislillocated polling samples 
and'inadequate procedures. 

But Gallup contended 
"standards of the interviewers 
are kept high." with women 
constituting the majority of 
pollsters, and "cheating is not a 
problem" due to the constant 
checks being conducted by 
office personnel. 

"Success of any interview is 
in the questionaire," stated 
Gallup, adding that a "multiple 
dimension approach" has been 
developed for the forming of a 
survey. 

According to Gallup, the 
survey asks the individual; "have 
you heard or read" about the 
topic under consideration, then 
proceeds to measure the 
awareness, and strength of the 
individual's convictions on the 
subiect.

Co-ed Dorm Group Submits Plan 


But controversy arose because half of 
the rooms in Crawford and Mitchell Halls 
will be reserved for women next year and 
Madison Hall will be reserved for graduate 
students only, resulting in the displacement 
of many residents, mostly freshmen, who 
would be low in priority in an 
all-University lottery. 

An ad hoc committee, Students for Fair 
Housing, co*chaired by Crawford residents 
Pete Hollinshead and Rich Pober, urged the 
Priority Committee to hold a referendum 
to choose between the Committee’s own 
proposal and one formulated by the ad hoc 
committee. 

The alternative proposal would institute 
separate lotteries for each dorm, allowing 
residents top priority in returning to their 
present dorms and also allowing displaced 
Crawford, Madison and Mitchell residents 
priority in lotteries of other dorms. 

According to Priority Committee 
member Steve Stein, the committee did 
not accept the alternative proposal nor 
would it call for a referendum because "it 
(the ad hoc plan) was devoted entirely to

It won’t be long until students here start their annual 
search for off-campus housing for next .year. The 
experiences of a group of students on O St. should serve 
as a sharp warning. 

With the demand for relatively cheap off-campus 
housing consistently running ahead of the supply in this 
part of Washington, it is just common sense that students 
will be prime targets for all sorts of rip-offs and shady 
deals. There is no reason to expect this situation to change 
dramatically within the near future, but we do strongly 
support the idea of an . Off-Campus Housing Board as a 
constructive remedial step. 

The idea, proposed by the students involved in the O 
St. situation, makes sense in that, as they point out 
students are really on their own when they search for an 
apartment or house around here. We feel that the GW 
Housing Office, now primarily concerned with 
dormitories, should get involved in the off-campus 
housing situation. What we envision here is not any sort of 
return to in loco parentis, but just a basic informational 
function performed by the Housing Office. 

Should an Off-Campus Housing Board be set up, we 
hope that our Housing Office will work with it in 
disseminating useful information and warnings to students 
on specific houses, apartment buildings and landlords. 

In the meantime, there are groups operating now in 
Washington which should be able to help out student 
tenants who find themselves embroiled in one sort of 
hassle or another with a landlord. Neighborhood Legal 
Services, with a main office at 666 llth St., N.W., and 
other offices scattered throughout the District is one 
organization which can advise you of possible legal 
recourse to resolve your particular problem. The main 
office phone number is 628-9161. 

Here on campus, aid and advice are readily available 
from the GW l^gal Aid Bureau at 676-7163 and GW 
Help!, 244-2200, which specializes in consumer problems 
but can also be of assistance in landlord-tenant problems.

Scoop Jackson: Common Sense 


The first thing to say about HenryM. 
Jackson is that whatever Scoop does, he 
docs effectively. The best indication of 
Jackson's effectiveness lies in his 
electoral performance back home. 
Washington stale has a long tradition of 
individualism in electing officials. For 
example, while voting Republican in 
1960, it elected a Democratic governor. 
And while it went Democratic in the 
1964 and 1968 presidential elections.it 
named a Republican governor. In 33 
years of running for office, Jackson has 
never lost an election. In 1970 Scoop 
beat his eight primary opponents 
(including the one for whom McCarthy 
campaigned) with 87% of the Votes and 
Won the election by a margin of 
709,000 votes. Jackson, with 83.9%, led 
the nation in all two party races for 
Senate or Governor. 

In the Senate Jackson is one of the 
leading and most effective civil 
libertarians. He has a consistently liberal 
civil rights voting record, and it is 
supported by Roy Wilkins of the 
NAACP, who describes it as “very 
good". Jackson has put his 
integrationist beliefs to work; his 
daughter attends a D.C. public schobl 
that has a sizable black enrollment. 
Scoop's commitment to the principle of 
civil liberty is as firm today as it was 
twenty years ago when he spoke out 
against l^n. Joseph McCarthy. Jackson 
has voted against both the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and 
the Subversive Activities Control Act. 

Home of The Brave 


Last year he voted against the Nixon 
administration's D.C. crime bill, because 
he felt that the “no-knock" and 
preventive detention provisions 
symbolized “the illusion that we can 
buy social order at the expense of civil 
liberties." 

On domestic issues, Jackson's 
liberalism is also apparent; he is not an 
echo of Nixon. Scoop supports 
measures that would greatly expand 
education aid, and he endorses a federal 
takeover of welfare. Jackson ii also one 
of the first to support home rule for the 
district. On law and order. Scoop stands 
firm in his belief that it is not a code 
word for repression. After all, who are 
the victims? Not the people who live in 
the exclusive high rises or suburbs. The 
elderiy, the poor, the black people are 
the victims; they are the ones who 
suffer because they cannot walk out in 
the streets by day or by night- that is 
repression. 

The economy is another source of 
concern for Jacksgn. He called for< 
wage-price controls two years before the 
White House took action. Scoop thinks 
that Nixon's program is too timid, that 
it will not deliver jobs fast enou^ and 
will not put enough money in the hands 
of consumers. In general, he does not 
believe it will get the economy . off Us 
back and moving. Walter Heller. 
President Kennedy's economic adviser, 
has said that of all the candidates, 
Jackson is the best economist. 

Scoop is also one of the most 


effective environmentalists in the 
Senate. As Chairman of the Interior 
Committee he has authored such recent 
measures as the National Environmental 
Policy Act, the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund, the Federal Lands 
and Parks Recreation Act. and the 
Youth Conservation Corp. Jackson is 
the only elected official to have received 
the conservation award from the Sierra 
Qub. 

On foreign policy, Jackson stands 
firmly in the tradition of John F. 
Kennedy’s Inaugural Address (“We shall 
pay any price, bear any burden..."). 
Scoop profoundly believes that the 
United States has a responsibility to the 
people of Vietnam, and that the issues 
of peace and democracy are at stake in 
Southeast Asia. Those who call Jacksem a 
hawk f9rget that he is against a war of 
attrition, that he introduced a bill to 
provide funds for land reforms in 
Vietnam, that he supported the 
Coopcr-Oiurch amendment and similar 
measures to keep U.S. ground troops 
out of Laos and Thailand, and finally 
that he delivered a m^or speech 
opposing Thieu’s one-man election. 

Another aspect of Jackson’s work on 
foreign affairs is his role in the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and in the 
Defense Appropriation Subcommittee 
In 1970 Scoop sponsored an 
amendment to the Defense Procurement 
Act which, for the. first time, put 
Congress on record as “gravely 
concerned" about Soviet penetration of 


the Middle East. It also called upon the 
President to ^'re$tore and maintain the 
military balance in the Middle East by 
furnishing to Israel the means of 
providing for its won security." In 
response to this speech, Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff (D. Conn.) noted that “Israel 
does not have ^ better friend than the 
Senator from Washington." Jackson has 
also authored a resolution on the issue 
of Soviet Jewry. But Scoop’s record on 
Israel does not start with his presidential 
ambition. Back in 1944 he promised 
that “if 1 can forward the work of , 
making the dream of a Jewish 

homeland come true, you can count on 
my earnest efforts in this great 
humanitarian cause." 

Jackson's candidacy is controversial 
since some people think that he is too 
liberal, others, that he is too 
conservative. In reality he represents the 
common people who are for civil rights, 
economic justice, and democracy. 
Jackson is the only Democrat now in 
contention for the nomination who can 
put together the strongest coalition to 
defeat Nixon. When igekson announced 
his candidacy he sai<^; “Whenever there 
is a crisis or a problem in this country, 
there is a tendency for both the right 
aAd left to go off the deep end. What is 
usually in short supply is common 
sense. The common sense of good 
solid people in America is what has 
moved us ahead, and I would hope to be 
able to provide some of that with a 
steady hand in an unsteady world."
